Differen t k in ds o f films are 
created to ap p eal to p articu lar 
in terest gro u p s: the ho rro r film 
fo r teen -age m o n ster freak s;

fo r adu lt m ales, an d the Walt 
Disn ey co medy o r dram a fo r 
su bu rban middle-class whites. 
The few ex cep tio n s are

On profit 
motive 


Whether he is representative of a 
new breed of corporation president 
or is a lone “ maverick,” business­ 
man Ja y Monroe delivered some in­ 
teresting comments recently to the 
New Enterprise Club of the Harvard 
Business School. 
“ We have to break with the max- 
imizing-of-efficiency tradition,” 
said Monroe, president of the Tensor 
Corp. “ Hie concept that all is fair in 
the pursuit of increased earnings per 
share is dangerous and simplistic 


.. . Hie whole world could explode. ” 
He clamped down particularly 
hard on “ MBA-type” (master of 
business administration) thinking 
which, he alleges, equates success 
with profits. 
To Monroe, “ success is measured 
by a company being in a sufficiently 
good position to be able to innovate.” 
But formalized business tradition, 
he claims, discourages innovation. 
“ I am not putting down profit per 
se,” said Monroe. “ But there are 
other things to be derived from a 


company apart from building profits 
for stockholders.” 
As far as stockholders are con­ 
cerned, “ I don’t feel any obligation 
towards them, apart from comply­ 
ing with Securities Exchange Com­ 
mission regulations as they relate to 
sales of an initial issue .. . If they 
still choose to invest, then that’s 
their business. 
“ I don’t think one owes even that 
much, however, to the subsequent 
investors because they didn’t invest 
in the company, they simply bought 
the stock from somebody else. If 
they’re not satisfied with their in­ 
vestment, they can sell it. They’re 
just in it for the ride.” 
If it was going to cost, say, 30 
cents a share to invest in antipollu­ 
tion equipment for example, Monroe 
would advise his stockholders of 
this, but would also tell them that 
“ they owe it to society to improve 
the environment.” 
This kind of corporate thinking is 
refreshing, and maybe a little 
courageous.

A lesson in journalism

When the testimony of a key wit­ 
ness in the sensational Senate Wa­ 
tergate hearings is challenged on 
material points by his former attor­ 
ney—and when it is charged that 
James McCord, the witness, and his 
present attorney made clear that 
their intent was to “ gd after the 
President—that is very big news. 
Hie New York Times and the New 
York Daily News gave it their big 
play. But on NBC’s evening telecast, 
it was not even mentioned by John 
Chancellor or any NBC correspond­ 
ent in their Watergate round-up. 
And the Washington Post, the 
capital’s only morning newspaper, 
did not see fit to mention this dra­ 
matic turn of events in the Water­ 
gate affair until line 161 of its lead 
story. The head on that story was 
“ Nixon, Clemency Tied” —based on 
a statement of a former White House 
aide that though he had no knowl­ 
edge of this and was never even told 
so by any third party, he “ felt” that 
Mr. Nixon “ must” have known of 
the clemency offer to McCord made 
to silence him. 
The Post’s story, which ran to al­ 
most a column on page one and to 
the better part of a page after the 


jump, even devoted a paragraph to 
the background of a tangential fig­ 
ure in the case before getting to what 
was the big news. Only someone 
deeply engrossed in the Watergate 
case would ever have discovered 
what had happened. And those who 
get their news from John Chancel­ 
lor’s program would have remained 
in total ignorance—unless they 
switched channels 
afterward to 
catch Walter Cronkite on CBS. 


Since the startling testimony of 
Gerald Alch, McCord’s former at­ 
torney, was a subject of considera­ 
ble discussion among newsmen after 
the close of the hearing in question— 
and since it obviously shook the 
committee—it would hardly be a 
charitable comment on the Wash­ 
ington Post’s competence to say that 
it simply missed the point. 
But is it more charitable to say 
that Post reporter and editors could 
not stomach any testimony favora­ 
ble to the Nixon administration? The 
Post can be justly proud of the way it 
bird-dogged the Watergate story 
and, by its many disclosures, forced 
it back into the news and before the 
Senate. But the newspaper’s burial 
of the Alch testimony is of a piece

President flunks 
human relations

WASHINGTON (N EA )— A Re­ 
publican figure with a penchant and 
a talent for human probing says this 
of President Nixon against the back­ 
drop of Watergate: 
“ He has used the presidency to 
justify his weaknesses.” 
Obviously the statement can 
have meaning only if it is understood 
what this man—and a good many 
other Nixon watchers—consider to 
be Mr. Nixon’s principal weakness­ 
es. They can be summed up easily 
under the heading of “ inability in 
human relations.” 
This now is ground pretty well 
covered in the many hard examina­ 
tions made of the President’s con­ 
duct either in or in quest of public of­ 
fice. 
What the quoted Republican was 
getting at is this: 
Mr. Nixon long ago perceived his 
own limitations in dealing close- 
range with people. In his campaigns 
for office, and particularly for the 
White House, he sought to minimize 
any possible political and personal 
damage from these evident short­ 
comings by devices aimed at con­ 
trolling the “ campaign environ­ 
ment” in which he moved. 
This meant carefully contrived 
public appearances, minimum di­ 
rect exposure to the press through 
conferences and interviews, avoid­ 
ance of the traumatic (for him) 
business of confronting either ordin­ 
ary voting folk or political leaders in 
unpredictable one-on-one situations. 
But a president, thrown almost 
inevitably into all kinds of problems 
he can’t foresee, requires a rich va­ 
riety of human contacts to fuel his 
imagination and reinforce whatever 
creative impulses he may bring to 
fiie job. 


This difficult leap Mr. Nixon has 
not made. In the White House fort­ 
ress which automatically fosters a 
certain isolation for all presidents, 
he has moved as he did in his cam­ 
paign—to control his whole “ envi­ 
ronment.” But in this case, that of 
course means managing the entirety 
of government, and its approach to 
problems which in this age are ines­ 
capably immense, in a manner 
which supports the President’s great 
lack in the human field. 
So he has contrived to run the 
presidency as the carefully closeted 
solitaire player, shuffling the key 
cards whose symbols spell major 
foreign and domestic problems. 
And, to reinforce his chosen devices 
of control, he has surrounded him­ 
self with aides who would keep him 
secure in his weaknesses—rather 
than try to help him compensate for 
them by wide-ranging, understand­ 
ing contacts with the “ human stuff” 
in politics, in this government, and 
in those abroad. 


A president, as any man, de­ 
serves some sympathy as he pays 
the cost of his frailties. Speaking in 
his own special context of time and 
circumstance, President Woodrow 
Wilson once said: “ When they shoot 
at you, they can only take your na­ 
tural life; when they sneer at you, 
they can wound your living heart * 


Richard Nixon, in the grip of his 
frailties, has been sneered at long 
and often. His response has not al­ 
ways been limited to simple self­ 
protection. Wounded in his “ living 
heart,” he has sometimes struck 
back in vengeful bitterness. The 
irony: That reply has made his heart 
a still bigger tgrget.

with its failure to give any promi­ 
nence to the emerging picture of Mc­ 
Cord as a man who would do any­ 
thing to get out of his predicament 
after the break-in at Democratic 
National headquarters. 
Certainly McCord’s readiness, in 
order to save his skin, to put the for­ 
eign relations of the United States in 
jeopardy by his phone calls to the 
Chilean and Israeli embassies raises 
interesting questions. McCord made 
those phone calls, according to the 
sworn statements of two witnesses, 
sure that they would be electronical­ 
ly intercepted. At his trial, he hoped 
to place the prosecution in the em­ 
barrassing position of either admit­ 
ting that embassy phones are wire­ 
tapped or of dropping the case 
against him because of tainted evi­ 
dence. 


The Post’s astonishing perform­ 
ance in handling the Alch testimony 
would seem to indicate that, though 
it thunders mightily of the public’s 
“ right to know,” its passion for serv­ 
ing that right departs when it finds 
the news not to its liking. This, of 
course, is what Vice President Ag- 
new charged in his criticism of the 
“ elitist” Eastern press—but the 


proof was never more obviously at 
hand. 
There is much that the public 
should know about Watergate, but if 
one of the country’s leading newspa­ 
pers plays up only what is damaging 
to its enemies and submerges all 
else, then it must forfeit respect for 
its journalistic ethics. H ie Water­ 
gate news is too important to be cut 
on the bias. When it is, that contrib­ 
utes to the credibility gap which sep­ 
arates the press from its readers. 
Hie widening of that gap hurts both 
the media and the public. For if the 
public believes that the media are 
putting them on, if it believes that 
the news is being slanted, then it will 
retreat into a kind of cynicism which 
corrodes the democratic process 
much more than a government. 
scandal. 


Every newspaperman, since he is 
human, has a bias on his back. But it 
is one thing recognizing this and an­ 
other giving in to it. At the point that 
Americans turn their back on the 
press, each of us who has joined this 
terrible and wonderful profession is 
grievously wounded.

Each year some new facility is 
opened, and as a result new employ­ 
ment possibilities are realized as 
well as a number of other things. 
Many healthy things can be noticed 
from this growth. However, there 
are often results of technological 
and population growth which are 
seen as detrimental. Most noticeable 
in recent years are things directly or 
indirectly affecting the majority of 
the population. Problems like drug 
abuse and vandalism are two such 
items often reported in the news me­ 
dia. Both of these problems exist in 
nearly every community in the Unit­ 
ed States and unfortunately, Dixon, 
Illinois is no exception. There are 
many other problems which are sig­ 
nificantly important to those indi­ 
viduals who are caught up in them, 
but these are seldom reported. 


This letter is an open appeal to 
the citizenry of the Lee County Area 
to back a realistic program to be 
proposed for and because of the ex­ 
istence of: truancy, runaways, 
school behavioral problems, shop­ 
lifting, problem pregnancy, internal 
family conflicts, and other difficul­ 
ties the youth of the area are en­ 


countering. Several individuals in 
the community of Dixon have been 
seeking to bring the Youth Service 
Bureau concept from the talking and 
planning stage to a complete devel­ 
opmental level. 


A Youth Service Bureau, whose 
main concern is young people with 
problems, could offer much to the 
youth and overall community, the 
YSB, through a referral system, 
could provide services to “ kids in 
trouble” and their families by skill­ 
fully using social services agencies 
in the community. 


A main objective of Youth Serv­ 
ice Bureaus is to reduce the present 
number of juvenile court cases. So 
the next time someone talks about 
how bad young people are or the 
problems they have, ask them if 
they are in support of a program de­ 
signed to help youth. A Youth Serv­ 
ice Bureau is not a residential facili­ 
ty, a service just for delinquents, or 
an arm of the court, police, or 
schools (but they work closely with 
them). Youth need a Free, Personal, 
Confidential, Prompt, and Efficient 
program, and being realistic so does 
the rest of the community.

Drug predictions by computers 


BOSTON (AP) — Resea rch-

BOST ON (A P) — Research 
ers say they have developed a 
method to tell in advance which 
teen-agers are likely to use 
marijuana, which ones will go 
on to hard drugs and which 
ones will remain nonusers. 
In a report from the Depart­ 
ment of Psychiatry at Mas­ 
sachusetts General Hospital, 
the researchers said today they 
analyzed data from 2,222 junior 
high and high school students 
in the Boston area. 
In that computer analysis, 
drug use in 1971 was predicted 
from five nondrug-related fac­ 
tors — including academic per­ 
formance and cigarette smok­ 
ing — measured in 1969. 
T he researchers said the 


analysis was 68 per cent accu­ 
rate in predicting the nondrug 
users who went on to mari­ 
juana alone and 77 per cent ac­ 
curate in showing what nonu­ 
sers went to both marijuana 
and hard drugs such as heroin, 
stimulants, depressants and 
hallucinogens. 
T he data were also 72 per 
cent accurate in predicting 
what nonusers eventually used 
any type of drug and 67 per 
cent accurate in predicting 
which new marijuana users 
went to hard drugs. 
T he researchers said that in 
comparing data from nonusers 
and those already using drugs 
at the beginning of the study in 
1969, the computer was able to 


sort out the two groups with 81 
per cent accuracy using only 
nondrug-related information. 
“ We need to emphasize,” Dr. 
Gene M. Snith of Massachusetts 
General said in an interview, 
“ that we are talking about sta­ 
tistical probabilities in group6, 
T he report was to be present­ 
ed today at the National Re­ 
search Council-National Acade­ 
my of Sciences meeting of the 
Committee on Problems of 
Drug Dependence held at the 
University of North Carolina .

Armed with shotguns, dressed

Never mind how it could hap­ 
pen, then, the question may 
rather be: How is it that such a 
thing does not happen more fre­ 
quently in America? 
The “ bum tip,” after all, is 
given thousands of times daily 
to law enforcement officers. 
Along with the “ crank tip,” the 
“ spite tip” and the “ good tip,” 
it has become as much a part of 
police work as target practice. 
Long a discredited—not to say 
smelly and unreliable—tool of 
investigative work, the inform­ 
ant system nonetheless thrives 
and even appears to be expand­ 
ing in the land today.

The most flourishing of the 
modern informant techniques 
is the “ hotline” procedure. It is 
perhaps also the most abused. 
Used for years by local police 
seeking private information on 
specific capers, the anonymous 
phone tip is now national in 
scope. Dozens of cities have set 
up special numbers to call for 
everything from drug control to 
“ runaway” reports. So too has 
the federal government. For 
more than a year the Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s Drug Abuse Law 
Enforcement agency (D A LE) 
has been receiving an average 
of 90 calls a day over its 800 
number “ Heroin Hotline.” The 
idea, says D A LE director Miles 
Ambrose, is to encourage good

Others in government, oper­ 
ating similar informant sys­ 
tems, are not so confident as 
Ambrose about the morality of 
their doings. The Internal Rev­ 
enue Service, for one, has long 
had a “ bounty-informant” sys­ 
tem for which there is precious 
little official liking. Says an of­ 
ficial IR S statement on the Tax 
Informant policy: “ The Reve­ 
nue Service is fully aware of the 
distasteful im plications to 
Americans of any actions which 
involve the spying of one indi­ 
vidual on another.” For this 
reason the policy is seldom 
publicized and never encour­ 
aged. “ The law says we have to 
use it,” adds one official, “ oth­ 
erwise . . . ” 
The IR S hesitation is under­ 
standable. Though not publi­ 
cized, the Tax Informant law 
encourages more than 130,000 
tips from the public every year 


(up 10,000 since 1970)—most of 
them useless, some of them 
motivated by low emotions. Of 
the 133,452 tips received at IR S 
offices last year, says Service 
spokesman Terry Gastelle, on­ 
ly 7,354 resulted in investiga­ 
tions. As for the rest? Well, 
says Gastelle, “ we get a lot of 
spite mail here.” 
Indeed, Laments IR S Intelli­ 
gence Director John Olszewski: 
“ A lot of the information re­ 
ceived is from exwives com­ 
plaining about alimony prob­ 
lems or child support.” Other 
mail is from citizens protesting 
that “ my neighbor John Jones 
is living too high off the hog.” 
And some of the mail, it’s sus­ 
pected, is sent not for spite or 
envy but for greed: IR S re­ 
wards informants up to 10 per 
cent (a maximum of $50,000) of 
any money recovered. 
Despite official displeasure 
with the Tax Informant poli­ 
cy—“ It almost seems un- 
American!’’—the law remains 
and IR S agents must obey it.

a b u n ch o f su sp icio u s faces. 
In stead he is g o in g o v er the 
cu rren t listin g o f the 12 mo st 
wan ted sto len wo rks o f art. It is 
p art o f his jo b as head o f In ­ 
terp o l’s 
Gro u p C, 
which 
sp ecializes in co mb attin g art 
thiev ery . 
“I thin k that there is n o 
b u rg lar sp ecially train ed fo r 
thefts o f wo rks o f art,” So jet 
say s. “It is o n ly the fact that the 
v alu e o f tho se items has in ­ 
creased that p u shes p eo p le to 
act in that way .” 
Whether they are mo tiv ated 
b y ap p reciatio n o f art o r o f its 
v alu e, the wo rld’s art crimin als 
are o p eratin g a mu ltib illio n 
do llar u n derwo rld b u sin ess.

In Italy , six p ain ted p an els b y 
Ven etian artist Lo ren zo Lo tto 
are sto len fro m a small co u n try 
chu rch b y thiev es who ap ­ 
p aren tly hid in the chu rch 
b efo re it clo sed fo r the n ig ht, 
then wo rked u n distu rb ed. 
In In dia, a resp ected In dian 
n ewsp ap er charg es that 80 to n s 
o f an tiq u e scu lp tu res hav e b een 
illeg ally ex p o rted to the Un ited 
States u n der ship p in g lab els 
that read “ag ricu ltu ral eq u ip ­ 
men t.” The In dian min ister fo r 
edu catio n an d cu ltu re say s 
cu sto ms o fficials hav e b een 
u n ab le to trace the ship men t.

The administratio n is waiting 
fo r reactio n fro m Co ngress be­ 
fo re deciding o n whether to 
pro po se an increase in the cur­ 
rent fo ur-cents-a-gallo n federal 
gaso line tax . 
As a rev enue pro ducer the 
raise wo uld be a po tent tiger in 
the Treasury ’s tank. The go v - 
ernmeift said that fo r each o ne 
cent o f additio nal gaso line tax , 
$1 billio n wo uld be bro ught in. 
Fo r fiscal 1974, this wo uld 
mean a balanced budget. 
Deputy Treasury Secretary 
William Simo n, said Tuesday a 
decisio n is ex pected in “ the 
v ery near future.” 
As fo r President Nix o n’s 
pledge last y ear no t to bo o st 
tax es in his seco nd term, 
Treasury Secretary Geo rge P. 
Shultz said, “ The President will 
hav e to decide what’s best un­ 
der the circumstances.”

two, “ before the Indians take 
the country back.” Others 
complain that all the money 
spent is in v ain because “ people 
won’t hav e enough gas to go to 
see it.” Still more wonder, 
morosely , what with Watergate 
and corruption, “ if there’ll be a 
nation left by then to honor.” 
The cy nicism should be ex ­ 
pected. In the sev en y ears since 
Congress first mandated the 
observ ation of the nation’s 
200th anniv ersary , not only has 
there been malfunctions in the 
nation but in the anniv ersary 
planning as well. 
Superpatriots first tried to 
capture planning power, then 
superpoliticians 
(intercepted 
secret messages suggest the 
Republican 
administration 
once saw 1976 as an opportunity 
to strengthen the party ). A 
world’s fair was planned, and 
rejected. Leaders of major 
participating cities argued 
ideas to death. 
Ev en now, most states hav e 
only rudimentary plans for the 
Bicentennial; Congress has 
rejected 
the 
top 
priority 
Bicentennial proposal (national 
parks in all 5 0 states); and 
politicos are debating whether 
to change the 5 0-member 
federal planning board (The 
Aerican Rev olutional 
Bicen­ 
tennial Commission) to one- 
man rule. 
Small wonder the av erage 
citizen is y awning. In New 
J ersey , as ex ample, the state 
has not ev en named its com­ 
m em oration 
com m ission. 
Any body interested in 
1976 


cannot find a Bicentennial 
number in the phone book. One 
guy connected with the ho-hum 
task of organizing some action 
here say s, “ We think we’re 
going to build a Liberty Park on 
the New J ersey side of the 
Statue of Liberty , but . . . ” 
But, indeed. Time is running 
out. Say s one state newsman: 
“ What I’m going to do in 1976 is 
take my kids to Union City and 
let them smell what has hap­ 
pened in two centuries.” 
To some ex tent, of course, the 
official confusion and public 
inertia is a natural by product of 
an activ ity so immense and, 
until recently , so far away . 
Say s an ARBC official in 
Washington: “ How can y ou get 
210 million people interested, 
much less in agreement, on 
something like this? ” 
You can’t. Students, for 
ex ample, according to Chip 
Burlei of the College Press 
Serv ice, “ think the whole thing 
is ludicrous.” Other segments 
of the society agree. Indians, 
because the land to be com­ 
memorated is land stolen from 
them; Blacks because at the 
time of the rev olution many of 
their ancestors were slav es. 
Ev en entire states of people feel 
no ov erwhelming pride for the 
Bicentennial; 
Alaska, 
for 
ex ample, was part of Russia in 
1776. 
Yet bey ond these ex amples of 
natural torpididty , there is also 
ev idence that Bicentennial 
planners hav e not opened the 
doors to public interest. Ex cept 
for some ex ceptional states

(such as Massachusetts), many 
people are disinterested merely 
because they ’v e not been asked 
to be interested. Too often the 
designated planners hav e held 
their own meetings and for­ 
mulated their own ideas. Here 
at Washington Crossing, the 
township has not ev en formed a 
citizens Bicentennial commit­ 
tee; all work to commemorate 
the anniv ersary 
is 
being 
handled by state parks per­ 
sonnel and historical interest 
groups. 
There are some who feel the 
absence of citizen participation 
in the anniv ersary planning is 
delieberate. 
The 
People’s 
Bicentennial Commission, a 
counterculture gremlin group 
in Washington, feels the 1976 
commemoration has “ been 
taken ov er by bureaucrats, 
American Legion soldiers and 
the Daughters of the American 
Rev olution.” Thus the charge 
that “ real people” hav e no say , 
no enthusiasm, nor no interest 
in the birthday blast. 
But whatev er the reason, 
deliberate or not, the lack of 
grass roots support for the 
Bicentennial 
is 
presently 
serious. No doubt there will be a 
1976 celebration, no doubt it will 
be big; but without the zeal of 
the people it won’t be signifi­ 
cant. As the guy in the Tally Ho 
bar puts it: 
“ You know, a lot of money ’s 
being spent on that thing — I 
wonder who’s getting it.” If 
that’s the spirit of 197 6, we 
might as well forget the whole 
thing.

By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D 
Dear Dr. Lamb—Last y ear I 
had a glucose tolerance test and 
it read 135. My doctor said this 
was still in the normal range 
and did nothing more about it. 
This y ear he sent me for a 
three-hour glucose tolerance 
test and said the test was 
normal, but I did spill some 
sugar. I also asked if I should 
watch my sugar intake and he 
said no. 
I would like to know if I am 
considered a prediabetic and if 
so should I watch my intake of 
sugar and starches. 
Also if one is a pre-diabetic 
and watches his intake of sugar 
and starches can he prev ent the 
disease from ev er happening? 
Please ex plain in y our col­ 
umn. There are many people in 
the dark about this disease. 
P S. Please ex plain low 
tolerance to sugar. 
Dear Reader — When the 
blood sugar lev el reaches about 
170, sugar begins to spill out in 
the urine. This is nature’s way 
of enabling the kidney to 
eliminate ex cess amounts of 
chemicals in the blood. 
A person eating normally and 
consuming limited amounts of 
sweets will not hav e a rise of

blood sugar much abov e this 
lev el but almost all normal 
people who consume a large 
amount of sweets, as would 
occur with drinking the glucose 
water for a test, will hav e the 
blood lev el rise to about this 
lev el or slightly abov e. During 
this interv al sugar will be 
spilled into the urine. It does not 
mean that the person has 
diabetes. It only means that 
they hav e rapidly absorbed 
enough sugar from the in­ 
testinal tract to cause a sudden 
sharp rise in the lev el of blood 
sugar. Other than on these oc­ 
casions there will be no sugar in 
the urine. Such indiv iduals are 
not classified as prediabetics. 
A diabetic not only has a 
sharp rise in the blood sugar 
lev el but it stay s high for a 
longer period of time than 
occurs in normal people. A 
prediabetic may hav e bor­ 
derline blood sugar lev els. This 
means the response to the test 
wasn’t sufficiently high to be 
classified as diabetic but it 
wasn’t sufficiently low as to be 
considered entirely normal. 
Some v ariations on the test use 


additional chemical stress 
medicine in an effort to bring 
out a tendency to diabetes. 
Any one who is truly classified 
as a prediabetic or a borderline 
diabetic should pay some at­ 
tention to his diet. High on this 
list is controlling body weight 
by eliminating any ev idence of 
ex cess fat from the body what­ 
soev er. Usually attention to 
weight control is adequate to 
delay or prev ent the de­ 
v elopment of full-blown di­ 
abetes in a large number of 
these indiv iduals. Let me say 
again that the fact that sugar 
was found in the urine on a 
glucose tolerance test by itself 
does not mean that y ou are a 
diabetic, a prediabetic or a 
borderline diabetic. It only 
means that y ou are normal and 
that the blood sugar lev el 
momentarily ex ceeded the 
threshold of the kidney ’s 
filtering mechanism.

SPACE CENTER, Hou ston 
(AP) — Sk y lab’s astronau ts 
and mission control wrestled to­ 
day with a new problem that 
has drained another six per 
cent of the space station’s pow­ 
er and forced redu ction of ex ­ 
periments. 
Mission commander Charles 
Conrad Jr. su ggested one of the 
three astronau ts tak e a space 
walk soon to try to free a stu ck 
solar panel and ease the power 
problem. 
A battery went off line late 
Wednesday , the second of 18 to 
fail on the orbiting lab, which 


has been plagu ed by a series of 
problems since it was lau nched 
on May 14. 
The total loss of 12 per cent 
of av ailable power poses no 
threat to the mission. Bu t flight 
controllers said that, if “we lost 
a cou ple more, well be pu shing 
it ju st to maintain the v ehicle.” 
Mission control Wednesday 
night directed Conrad, Dr. Jo­ 
seph P. Kerwin and Pau l J. 
Weitz to delete from today ’s 
flight plan an earth resou rces 
stu dy du ring a pass ov er the 
United States. They are to shift 
to additional medical and solar 


observ atory ex periments, which 
req u ire less maneu v ering and 
power. 
Ev en these alternate 
ex ­ 
periments might hav e to be cu t 
back to conserv e electricity 
while mission control trou ble­ 
shoots the battery problem. 
The power shortage prompted 
Conrad to recommend that con­ 
trollers seriou sly consider an 
attempt to release the jammed 
solar panel. 
“It’s a shame to think of so­ 
lar panel stu ck ou t there with 
ju st one piece of metal holding 
it,” Conrad said. “It wou ld ju st 


be a matter of apply ing a few 
pou nds of pressu re and that 
baby wou ld be ou t and ru n­ 
ning.” 
Flight director Neil Hu tchin­ 
son said procedu res for freeing 
the panel were being stu died. 
Kerwin, the first phy sician to 
fly in space, continu ed to con­ 
du ct ex tensiv e medical 
ex ­ 
periments on all three crew­ 
men, attempting to learn how 
well man can liv e and work in 
space for long periods. 
Today they were in their sev ­ 
enth day of a planned 28 day s 
in orbit.

No crisis in TV report on 
nation's energy crisis 


Daley for going 
ahead on crosstown

NEW YORK (A P) — The 
ABC Television network tonight 
is airing a commendable study 
of nuclear energy as a major 
solution to the nation’s energy 
' crisis. Alas, the show has a 
crisis of its own. 
v It’s about energy, but lacks 
lit. 
Entitled 
“ The 
Energy 
2& isis: The Nuclear Alterna- 
-tjNe,” it is a dull primer on the 


proliferation and problems of 
nuclear-powered electric gener­ 
ating plants in the United 
States. 
The plants have aroused 
much controversy, but you’d 
wonder why if this program 
were your sole guide to the sub­ 
ject. It’s so low-key and dis­ 
passionate, it may cause slum­ 
ber instead of interest. 
To its credit, it does correctly 


emphasize that there’ll be no 
mushroom cloud of an atomic 
explosion even if the worst hap­ 
pens at a nuclear plant; the 
plants are in no way potential 
A-bombs. 
And it does let opposing fac­ 
tions on the show discuss at 
length the safety of nuclear 
power plants, where the pri­ 
mary danger in a major acci­ 
dent would be a “venting” of

Commission spokesman, 
there has been oily one radio­ 
logical accident—which he de­ 
fined as a serious incident re­ 
sulting in plant damage or hu­ 
man injury—in the history of 
any commercial nuclear plant 
in the United States. 
He said no one was hurt in 
that accident, which occurred 
in the reactor section of a 
small plant near Detroit in 
1966. 
Through the show, we visit 
operating plants, hear experts 
and critics of AEC safety guide­ 
lines, visit the worlds of ther­ 
mal pollution 
and 
nuclear 
waste storage and examine oth­ 
er potential sources of power. 
All this makes the show seem 
too broad and diffused. For my 
dough, it would have had far 
more impact had it truly con­ 
centrated on the continuing de­ 
bate over the safety of nuclear 
power plants.

Daley, one of the strongest 
supporters of the proposed ex­ 
pressway, said the road was 
not discussed in his luncheon 
meeting with Walker, who has 
said the expressway will not be 
built while he is governor. 
Reporters asked Daley if the 
road could be built if Walker 
remains opposed. “No one’s 


omnipotent,” Daley replied. 
“What about the needs of the 
people who live in Chicago?” 
the mayor asked. “What about 
the people in the suburbs? We 
are told by the engineers it will 
take 35 per cent of the traffic of 
the Kennedy and Eisenhower 
expressways. How in the name 
of God can anybody be con­ 
stantly opposed to it?” 


Part of the opposition to the 
project has been the dislocation 
of families in its path. But Da­ 
ley said only 69 homes would 
be affected in the first section 
of the highway—between Mid­ 
way Airport and the Stevenson 
Expressway—and that the resi­ 
dents would be provided with 
better places to live.

Johncock wins 500

_ INDIANAPOLIS (A P)— The 57th Indianap­ 
olis 500-mile race ended as it began—in tragedy 
and in the rain. 
Gordon Johncock was awarded the victory 
Wednesday, two weeks after Art Pollard was 
killed in a crash during practice, two days after 
David “ Salt” Walther was burned badly in an 
aborted start of the race, and two hours after 
driver Swede Savage was critically injured and 
a crewman killed. 
The triumph by the small and dapper John­ 
cock was witnessed by an estimated 20,000 
spectators surrounded by more than 200,000 
empty seats at the Indianapolis Motor Speed­ 
way. 
“ I have been running races for 18 years, a 
lot of them very frustrating, but this has made 
it all worth it,” said Johncock. 
The race was red-flagged to a halt after 133 
laps—332% miles—because of rain. When 
asked if he was happy the rain came, Johncock 
replied: “ No, I’d like to have seen it go 500 
miles.” 
Johncock averaged 159.014 miles per hour 
for the shortest race in the event’s long history. 
Hie race was over in 2 hours, 5 minutes and 
27.66 seconds. 
The 36-year-old Johncock is expected to get 
more than $200,000 in prize money from the 
third straight Indy purse of more than $1 m il­ 
lion. 


Johncock beat Billy Vukovich by 1 minute, 
25 seconds, while third place went unofficially 
to Roger McCluskey. Mel Kenyon placed fourth 
and Gary Bettenhausen was fifth. 
Savage, 26, of Santa Ana, Calif., was in­ 
volved in the second serious accident in his ca­ 
reer.
